The vrant of a public iifuReuiii having been much felt in Oudh> 
a province which bad in other respects taken the lead in the 
civilbuilion of North-Western Indiap Colonel .\bbott^ tiien Com-^ 
mlssioner of the Lucknow Divmon (Junej solicited the aid 

of Govomment in establifiliing a Museum at Lticknow, propoiing 
to locale the institntion in the Ml Bansdari buiMing under the 
supcfinteudencc of an efficient Curator on Rs. 500 a month, with a 
subordinate establishment^ the coat of which waa estimated at Rs, 
SOO a montlL 

The proposal Avas not sanctioned % the Government of Iiidk 
on finatidal grounds. 

In March of the following year, 1303, Colonel Abliott agnin 
made a strong representation on the mibject to the Ctiief Coiu- 
m^^oncr, 

‘ Tlie Chief Commisaioner, while acknowledging the benefits tliat 
woidd bo derived liy eatablishiug a Ceutnil Museum at Lucknow 
and plucing it under the sujierinlendence of Dr. Bona via, whoso 
flcientffic attainments duly C|ualified him for the charge, did mot 
sanction the use of the LAl Baradari building f^r a Museiim, but 
added that he would make over the big^s Bamduri, which was for¬ 
merly used as n jail, prcFiidetl that amugemeiits were m^de to 
remove the Police Hospital, which then occupied the latter t^uihling^ 
to some other place* 

The lar^ Baradari was inspected by the Ccunmi^^ioner and 
Dr. Bonayia and was found unsuitoble fora Museum, Accordingly, 
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it was suggested that tbe Institution eouM no t iie better located than 
in the Tam Kotluj wbieb was iisdi as an obi?eTVfltoTy during the 
Native GoTemment.

In July, 1863| the CommisrioTieT enggeeted the ronstitatioTi of 
an organized body for the eonduct of nfiEairt of the MuseutO|. and a

Tliere Rpr^ts a break in the oomspotiU^cc at this Btaj»« of the 
proceeding; biat it is clear tliat a Mneeiim was openod in the dmtr 
Mahkil biiUdingand the inaniigeiiieiit of the institution was entntst* 
ed to Dr, BonsNla, 

By some mistake the Tara Kothi wns leosed to the BanWbf 
Bengal, and it was in December, 13M, that the Commissioner again 
took up the qaeatien of a suitable buildings for the Museum and In- 
siStod on its bdag located in the L&l Baradari. 

In December, 1861, Dr, Bonaria snhinitted a report on the con¬ 
dition of the Museum as it then ateod, from winch it appears tliat 
il» institation was maintained by a munic ipal grant of Be. 100 per 
mensem, and tliat it had created much interest among the natiro 
populntioD of the province. - 

Colonel Barrow forwarded Dr, Bonavia^a mport to Govern¬ 
ment, recommending that the monthly allowance be raised to 
Bs. ZUO.

Tura K.othi hiul half expirsid aliO«t tlifi end of Mairdi, 1865, and tJia 
authorities o£ tlio Bank were mndous to know L£ a fresh lease would 
he granted them aEter the expiry o£ tliat period, the Commiasioaer 
proposed to inform them tliat the building required for other 
public purposes, U., for the afu-seum »s was arranged before, 

Commisstoncr'a proi»aal vms approved by the CliioE Coimnissloner, 
and tlie Secretary, Hank oE Bengal, was iuEonned accordingly. 

lu JEarc-h, 1867, Str John (then Mr.) Stmehey, Chief Coinraia- 
Bioner of Oudh, btimated his desire to convert the Baradan 
(wliich was then used as the Municipal Enginccr^a Workahopa) into 
a Museum and r«iu«tsd the Comtnissioiier of Lucknow to draw up 
a design and an estunate for carrying outjbo scheine, adding tlmt 
the cost of the work should fall ou tlie Lo«il Funds, and not ou 
the Mauici[>a.l Board of Lucknow. 

Tlic Municipil Engmeer of Lucknow was requested, through 
tho Deputy CoBunissioner, to prepre an otimato for the abova 
project,. 

Prom a printed memorandum hy the Chief Commissioner, datril 
25th March, 1867, H appeoTJ. tliat Dr, Bonai-ia, on his Bcrviccs 
lie iVssLitaut Civil Surgeon of Luekuow having lieen dispensed with 
by Govern nient, was appointed, in 1887, Supetin tendent of tho then 
uewly created Department of Science in Oudli, which included 
among its functions tho supervision oE the Jtuseum, the Observatory 
null the Agri'Horticullural Gardciis of Lucknow, on a total mouthly 
salary of Rs, 600, of which Its. 300 was to be paiii by the Muni¬ 
cipality of Lucknow for hU services ns Health Officer of the 

station. 

An estimate of Rs. 10,035 for adapting the Ldl Barndari into a 
Museum was sanctioned by the Cliiof Commissioner, and the institu' 
tion was suhsetpicatly removed to that hailding, 

At the instance oE Colonel Barrow, Comralsffloncr, of Luck- 
new, a sub-ccmiuitlcc, cotnposed of the toUowing gciitlcuicn, was 
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formed to discuss niAtt^r^ relating to tbo Improvement of tbo

As the fuuib of the institutioti were very Umiteilj the sub-corn-' 
mjttee un^LDimously agreed to ask the Local Goverument to place 
ftt tUeir <lbpoB3l sacli siims as Uiey <^>n!3i<Iered necessary for tlie col- 
ieotiou and preservation of the exhibits and sagucsted tliat tho 
district officers in Oudh be reciaested to send ooatributions to tlio 
Museum from their respective itistricts. 

Tlu) attention of the Deputy Commissioners 'ivas directed: to tlie 
ncces^ty of lending' their support to the Museum, and they were 
re<|ue8tcd to send speeimens of eoina which might Le received in 
tho Government treasuries, their hullioo value Wing in all cases 
paid by Government. 

After this (April, 1803) there is no corresjwndenee to sliow to 
what extent funds were allotted by Government fur expenditure on 
tlie Museum, or when the latter was removed from the lol Baradari. 

In SeptemWr, 187?, ora few montlis after the amalgamation, 
Dr. Brinavin expressed a ivish to resign his apjmintment, and the 
XiDcal Government ashed tho Commissioner’s opinion as to the best 
way of conducting the duties hitherto performed by that officer. 

Tlie Commhaoiier fonvnrded tW Local GovernmonCe letter to 
Dr. Bonaria, who suggested that some officer of the Eduentionar 
Department should W placed m elBiige of the Museum, and 
Mr, l^irlo as one (jualifiod for the appointment. 

Mr. Piric ivns recommended to Ooverament for the Curatorehip, 

The Local Otnemment remarkol tl«d, alihongh Mr PIrie was 
duly finalificd for the Cnraforship, his eoiuindion ivili, iKo C'aimiiuf 
Colltgc WHS, in lUcir opinion, litdy te pn vcnt his exercising a dos^ 
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mpcrviaiun over the fubordinate estaUislraientj find tUcy tlicrefofe 
reaommonded Mr. Tlioriie, late Supcrintewleat o£ t&e Oudh^Sccre- 
tariat, tor the proposed appoiotmoDt, 

The appointment was accordiiigly oilercd to Mr. Tliorpcj who 
aeeepted it, 

Oa Dr. Bonavia's recomnieiidRtioti oaa clerk on Rs. 2 & pet 


month. WHS allowed to the Musemn. 

Mr. Thorpe submittted Lis rcBignatioa on the 30 tb Aueiiat, 1 S 78 , 
and recommended Mr. Joyee tor-bis place. 

Mr, Tbor[>e '3 rcaignation ’ima acccirtcd, and -Mr. Joyce was 
oppomted to the charge of the Museum {September, 1878 ). 

In January, 1833 , Mr. Benett, then Director of the Department 
of AgfieuUare and Commerce of these provinces, in consultation 
with Colonel Forbes, CominUsioncr of Lucknow, drew up a eehcme 
for the better management of. the Lucknow Museum, which was* 
then in u dediniug state. The project was based on a detaile*! reijort 
by Colonel Pitcher on the condition of the mstitntvon, from which 
thc.folloiving facts came to light:—•

Extract-s from Mi% Benett^s letter of 5 tb Jaimniy* 1 B 83 | were 
nlso fonvanlod to the other district ofBccr? io Oudh, bnt, mih tho 
exception of one district (Ifardoi), no support m the sluipe of pecu¬ 
niary contribution was promised by any of tlie district# in the 
province. 

In a letter dated 3 rtl Febranr}", Colonel Forbes forwarded 
Colonel Hastin"#^ proposals to the Director of jV^eulture, expressing 
his concurrence on nearly all the points set forth hy Mr, Benettj atid 
requested that officer to address Government with a view to an 
early constitution of the 0 >mraittee^ by wlioin detail# regarding ac¬ 
commodation^ raanagementj &e., could be settled iji dne course, 
Tlie only alteration which the CommisEioncr suggested in the 
Deputy Commiftsioner'a proposals was tliat he proposed ono of tlio 
trustees of llusniniil^ad in plnoe of a native Jlembcr of the Local 
Board. 

In reply to lifr. Benelt^s letter (Xo, S 33 A., dated 20 th Fehmaiyj 
1883 ) I with ^vhich the above propoBals vrerc submitted to Govern- 
mentj the Local Government remarkeil that a representativa com¬ 
mittee was not so much required as one composed of Tnember# who 
had practical knowledge of the subjects to be dealt nith atid who 
had experience io the ivork of oi^miing a Musemn, Ilaving this 
object in view, aad on the recommendation of the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of Lucknow, Government nominated the following gen tlo 
men as Jlemhers of the Managing Committee:—

Tlie Dieeetor forwnnJed the Local Government’s letter to the 
CommiBsionw, Tequesting tliat oflioer to aBeertnin from the gentle* 
men named wUetber tboy would consent to act on tlie Committre. 

All the gentlemen agreed to act on the Sfanaging Committee, 
and the Director was informed accordingly. 

The first work which the newly constituted Committee, had licforo 
them ^v■as to find a emtaLle building for the iMuseum. In doe 
course they inspected all the buildings reported as available for the 
purpose, but found none suitable for a JIusenm. They Ibervfoi'o 
came to the coaeluHion that either some additions !» mndo to the 
existing building at an estimated cost of Rs. 60,000;, or a new 
building be erected at a probable cost of Rs. 1,50,000, 

Towards the end of Septemljer, 1883, the Managing Committee 
solidtod information as to the extent to which they could exercise 
control over tlie IMuseum establishment and the means to he placed 
at their disposal for the reorganization of the institution. 

The aliOTe reference was forwanled to the Director of Agri¬ 
culture, who was requested to obtain the ordeis of Government on 
tlio points raised by the Mauaging Committee. 

In reply, the Director of Agricultanf remarked that, from pre¬ 
vious correspondence on the subject of reorganization, be andcr- 
ptood that it was the Managing Committee, who, when constituted, 
w'cro to draw up a scheme for the management of the Mum am, 
and he therefore suggested that they should bo invited to suhinii 
definite proposals on sueh principles as might commend themselves 
to tlio Committee, with an estimate of tlie sums which, in their 
opinion, It was de^blc that Government should allot to reader 
euch proposab cfBcient* 

The Director fiwther returned the budget estimates which had 
Ijccn forwarded to him on the Ifith August, 1SS3, uith a viCw to 
ihiir bemg revised by the iLmaging Commiltee. 
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Accordingly the Committee were requested to f-iibmitj with the 
budget, definite sebeme for the future mrtragetuent of the ^fuseqm 
and au esHmate of wliat the annual expenditure would be after the 
existiDg w'ants in aeeommndatiQDi fiimiturej &c, bad been eupphed, 

Ovring to Mr. Pirie^e absence in the hills and owing to ibe 
aljcscnce of some of the oilier Members duriag theeold eeasoa^ aotion 
was delayed on the Commi&sioDe/a letter forwanliag the Director's 
fiuggestiouB, and it was not till February 14tli of the foUowitig year 
that the Committee rrere sble to siibinii— 

1. A echeme for the future management of tlw Museum, 

IL A code of rules. 

III, An estimate of the annual grant requidiite to maintain the 

Museum, and 

IV, Proposals to locate the Museum in the Lai Baradari. 

Hie CommlEsioner forwarded to the Director tlie revised budget 
and the draft rules Scc.j expretising his full coacurreuce tberem. 

In Aprilj 1BS4, Ilia Honor the Lieutenant-Goremor and Chief 
Commissioner, in u Tiait to Lucknowj met the Members of the 
i\Iuseuta Committee, and on the iSth of the same month the Se¬ 
cretary to GoTcmment conveyed Ilia Honor's approval of the Com^ 
mittee'a pro|jofial to locate tlie Museum In the Lai Bamdari, with 
the remark that the work of selecting and rejecting specimens from 
the old collections be undertaken without deby. 

By another Government order bearing the same date the Com- 
mis^oner of Lucknow appointed rar q^ch President of the 
^luscum Committee, 

I'rom a letter dated Ttli July, 1334, from the Secretary, ifanu- 
ging Committee, to the address of the Commissioner, it appeal's that 
the work of removing the Museum to the Lai Baradari was com-^ 
pleted by tlie end of June, I8S4., 

On the of April, 188-4, Mr. Beuett forwarded the Commit-^ 
tee^s scheme for tlie mann^ement of the Provincial l^fuseum with 
the budget estimate of expenditure for 188I-S5, and on 2nd July, 
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18SJ-, Ills letter* addreesed to tbe Director of tite A^eultytiil 
Deportment, the Local Govenimeat reviewed the whole poceediaga 
in the follo^^-idg words :— 

** 2 .* * * Tlie original poceediiigs, w hich commeDced wHth your 
^o. 3fi9G,j dated lltfa July, ISSS, contemplated on eitenttloii of the 
hfuBcum ns it theu emated and the traesfer of its cootrol to your 
Department. During the course of the entjoJrics which were insti¬ 
tuted with a view of maturing and formulating tliis proposal, tlie 
uttention of the Government of India was called to the eajjcdiency 
of formiug permanent collections of native artwai-e and manufac¬ 
ta pcs, and Its .view's were communicated to this Government in Kesn- 
Intion No, 239 of the Proceedings in the Department of RcTcnue and 
Agneuiture, wliieJi was entrusted to you for enijuiry and roiwrt. 
The final scheme of tlie Supreme Govemment is cmhodjetl in Heso- 
lutioiiNo. 1 Lx, of 3rtl Jnnuatyj ISSi. It recommends the forcuiition 
of a Piovincinl Museum for the reception of a typical cdltcction 
illustroting the arts and manufaeturcs of tho provlute. It was de¬ 
cided by tlie Lieutenant-Governor and Chief CominiseioiieT that the 
Piovincifll Museum for the North-Wcsteni Troyincca and Oudh 
Ehould lie located ut Lucknow," and you were rc<iucated to submit 
detailed and complete proposals. This you have now done in con¬ 
sultation w-ith the Committee, which had been appointed to rooign- 
nize t!ie Museum already existing at Lucknow. It will thus lie 
scan that tlie Provincial Museum to lx? maintained in accordance 
with the scheme approved by the Government of India nlsorLe 
nud replaces the old institution, an arrangement which cannot but lie 
mutually mlvantugcons to kith. * It should be clearly under¬ 
stood that tbc Museum as now reconstituted will primmily Iw 
the Provincial Museum orgauiaed and niointnined, as fur ns may )« 
on the lines laid down in the Proceedings of the Art Committee 
hdd in Decemkr, 1883, and dcaignLxl to ae^omplUh the objects 
and supply the wonts tbereia ciprc’sscd, ThU need not, however 
mtorfere with the imiintcnauce of tlioso other aections ivhicli do not 
eomc directly within tho wopc of the scheme promulgated by the 
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Government of Indki, But in distributing between tlie different 
sections the fimdB now plowed at their dbpo^l^ the Committee 
should bear in mind the primaiy objeet oE GoTcrnment tn enLarg-- 
ing and TOppeuting the Mofenm^ 

The foodificatione now made in the odginnl phn undoubt¬ 
ed! j render it necessary to reorganize the Committee on a vniev 
liaaiB, and the LieutemintrGovernor and Chief Commissioner accepts 
the present pT 0 ])O£al to nocnimite addltianfil Memliem and appoint 
Corresponding Secretaries^ 

ff 0 -li- * * ip |^(5 Lieutenant-Govemor and Cldef Commissioner 
reeogiabes the necessity of appointing a competent Curator until 
such time at least a^ the Mu^mm has been Ijrought into thorough 
order and the exhibits weeded, re-arranged, and classified." 

The budget estimates of expenditure for the year 18Sh-85 
amounted to Rs. 13,000^ As a portion of the year for wlricli 
they were framed Ijad already passed (July, ISM)^ Government 
passed the estLmates ai Hs. 8,£00 and added tliat the Committee 
were at lil>Brty to bring to their credit and spend at^their discretiQo 
Quy sum w Inch they might derive from private saurces^ 

At a meeting of the Managing Committee held on ihe 2 Ist July, 
1884, wlueh was honored by his presence, His Honor the tiieutenant- 
Goveruonaud Chief Commissioner expresaed a furthw' opinion that it 
would be for the beat ioteresta of the Museum to securo the ijerniit- 
nent sordees of ati edielcnt Cuiutor* Aceordbigly, at o subsequent 
meeting held on the 2:3 tli of ihe same month it was resolved to 
suggest to Govemm^^t that Colonel Piteheri who was fully aware 
of tho Committee's retiuirements, be auLhorized to Bccure during his 
leave to Euno|)e tho services of an expcriuaoiHl Curator for the PrcH 
vincbl Museum. 

On 20th September, lSS|i, Government notified the appoinlment 
of the underiuentioned goutlemen as CorresiiondiKig Secretaries to 
the Committee of Management of the PnoviuviaJ Muaenm

Dr. WhUhaw and Mr, Constable were away 
from Lachnow on leave. Dr, Cameron acted as President during 
the absence of Dr. WhUbaw. Mr, Constable did not return to 
Lucknow till the beginning of 1885, After careful enquiry iuto 
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the state of the the Committee came to the conelDBioa 

tliflt, ]Q ihe fint place, better sccommediation was required either 
by altering the hnilding in ivlucL it was then located or by 
aecuring a more suitable building, and in tbo tfcotid place, o mora 
liberal grant would be neecasary to place tjjo exhibits in the 
Moseom on a respectable scale. The Commitlco Tisited ibo 
barracks in the Mocbbi Dhawan, and fonnd that llioy did not afford 
flnitabla aoconrmuidation. Tlicy then inspected the building known 
as the Liil Baradari, and rocominendod the removal of the 
iltiseum into this edilics ns being better adapted both by position 
and accommodation. They also proposed a bndget allotment^ 
amonntiog in all to Rs. 13,OOU, for the pqrpoee of re-orgnn- 
izing the Museum. They suggested that there should he 
fiva departments, etr,, Natural History generally, CJrnithology, 
Physical Science generally, Archseology and Economic Products, 
anil that each member of tho Committee aboidd have charge of one 
of those Departments. At the same time they drew up a set of 
rules for the conduct of the iMuseutn. Up to April, lH84, there¬ 
fore, tbo work of the Committee was merely suggestive. Tbo 
appointment of tho Uommiasoaor of Lucknow as Presi¬ 

dent at the comrnencemem of the offieial year gave them control 
over the establishment, and thos enabled the practical work of 
re-organEZiitton to bo initiated. 

2 . The Lai Baradari having been granted to Ihe Museum 
the work of removal liegan on the iSih of May. A eonsidorablo 
acRumuUtion of useless eubibits was disposed of by auction sale. 
In accordance with the suggistion of Goverjjment,*a new section 
to contain a typical colIcetiou of the artwnro of tbo North M^'est- 
ero Pi 0 Vinces aud Oudh was conallmted. The designation of tiio 
Museum was changed by Gorcraiaent, it being no longer a loeai 
but a Provincial institution. The Ctiiumissioucr of Lucknow was

From Mr. Dnthio waa receired 
a vahuible collection of fosatlj, illnstratiitg the Fula^ontology of the 
Siwalik Range. A colleoUon of minerals has alec arrived from 
the samo source* Owdng to want of available space, these have 
not yet been arranged, but that work will be commenced m soon 
as the Farhat Baksh can be occ^pietl. 

Liirnry.—Three con tri bn lions of books have been received 
from tbe Public Works Secretariat,—one from the Jrrigatiou 
Branch, a second from the tlnildrtigs and Roads Branch, and the

been considerably altered and improved, thereby afford in g ft very 
aeneible iticroaae to tbo aceominodation of the Muaeum. Tlia 
floors have been tiled and the walls wbitewasbod. By opening 
out tba arcbea and substituting glaas doori, and by cutting sky¬ 
lights in the floor of tbo npper rooms, sufficient light bus been 
admilted to make tbo rooms eailablc for the reception of heavy and 
maaaive eildbiU, The wood flooring in the upper storey has been 
repaired and strengthened. All this work has been done under 
the Boperiutendeace of tbo 0ecrot.ary of the NmuI Commitleo, 

11 , Carutor,—Tina neecssUy of securing the services of a com¬ 
petent Cam tor for the aiusenm was early recognized. Dr, E. 
Hultzseb of Vienna gave aonao asaistance in dcaigoating the Agra 
ArcbaMlogicnl specimens. In February Or. A. Fubrer, of Wiint- 
bnrg Dttiveraily, was appointed Curator, and bo joined his appoint¬ 
ment towards the close of the official year. The Committco bciiero 
that in Dr. Fubrer’a bands the vrork of perfecting the Museum will 
make rapid progreia. 

12 , FuKorj.'—The Mtiieom was closed to the public from 
the 2Stb May to the 30lb June, osoept for one day, owing to tho 
rerooval from its old locution to tbo Lai Baradari. The total num¬ 
ber of visitors during the year endiag March 31st was 8,90,653, of 
whom nil but 1,947 wore natives. This is an increase of 2,57,b4T 
over the numbers for the previous year, ahhongh it was only 
open for eleven montiu. On the only open day in June (the 23rd, 
a HiJidn holiday) 42,735 persons visited the Mnseum, of whom 
17,801 were women or girls. The Lai Baradari is evidently a

2. This ia the drst anooal report W'hloh hag been submitted 
by the Comciitteo since the Museum wag reconstituted on its 
present basis< Up to the ccminencemeot of the period now under 
consideration, it had heeu a local inatitution of timited scope and 
DO very special attractiona. Under the orders of the 2nd July, 
1884, it has been ro-organized oa the Provincial Museum for the 
reception of typical collections, de^igued to illostrate the arts, 
manufactures, products, uatural history, and arcfaseology of the 
North-IV esteru Provinces and Oudh. It has for this purpose been 
placed under the managemcot of a representative Committee, with 
members and corresponding secretaries in ditroroiit parts of the 
Provinces ; amt a liberal provision bag been made from provincial 
and naziil fitndg to meet tho expenses of the undertaking. A 
suitable location for the llnBeuin has been assigned in tbo Lai 
Daradari and the Parhat Baksh buildings, Tho former of these is 
already oeenpied by the Committee, and steps will bo taken to pre¬ 
vent any farlhor delay in preparing the latter for the reception of 
exhibits. 


3. A portion of the year under report had elapsed before the 
work of reorganizing and rearranging the Museum in its new 
form could be commenced in earnest, but the progress made must 
be pronounced highly satisfactory. The selection and elassllioalion 
of oxistiug exhibits and the celicction of now specimens have made 
very marked advancement, and the popularity and attractiveness 
of tho Museum are sulEciemty proved by tfao very largo increase 
in the number of viaitors. Notwithstanding the interruption 
caused by the transfer from the old building to the premises now 
oeenpied, the Museum was visited during the year by nearly 
tK)l),0t)0 peraons. 
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4. Yoa propone tbat thg CQ'inpetitiaa for prizes offored in 
order to secnre oz hi bits of iho first qnutitj for the London Ezhibi^ 
tion shonld bo held at Lncknow under tho auspices of lie Unseuct 
CommitLeo, and you augj^ost that the Committoa might take the 
opportanity of selecting for the museum good specimeijg of art ware, 
iu rrhioL the present collections are deficient.

The proposal which I dow laako for tho estubltshnianl of a 
pcrjodical publidalion ia coaneciion with lha PTOTiiitial Mnfioutd 
and Library arises from a want Tvliieh I have myself feltj and which 
1 hare found olhara express, 

Thodemandsof oiSeial duty learohut littleopporluiiily to district 
officers for that close study whieh is indispensable to tbo arcb®olo* 
gist, but it ia pre-eiriuontly the district officer who has the oppor- 
tniiity for making those observations and collcctioliB which are 
essential as matarial on which the archseologist can labour. Many 
of ns can be feeders of the arcbaaologiat, but it is only rarely 
that we can bo archeologists. The GoTernment of India has 
rocoguieed this in creating an Arcbssological Depart men t, but I am 
of opinion that it is nn error to think that any work of solid value 
can bo done uulesa the co-operalion of district officials bo feeured* 
The members of the scrvlee. to which I havo the honor to belong 
have been trained to the study of history and languages; the Mill* 
tary Department has given us some of the most enainent arcbmolo-* 
gists India has seen ; engineers and tnedical men hate not beett 
Wan ting whose aid has been a gain to the ennso of Indian reiearchi 
All have tbelr Icglilmate occupations, and though they frequently 
observe and make notes, they seldom write for learned sooioties. 
There is naturally the conaciousnesa lhat speculations may be ernde, 
and they have not at hand the nids neceasary for the digestion of 
Iho matter tliej aecumulale.

It will contain notices of places which nre to be looked 
for and of Inquiries to be made. It will also afford scope for uotea 
as to books and mannsciipts and oriental bibliography generally. 

But beyond tliis lliere is a broad field of not less importance^ 
though possibly more ntilihirian, Wo aro seeking to trace tbo 
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remoAnis ©f art niabafacluTcs vb^ro they alii) aarviT©^ and to 
eoeourng© art^ mduatries, and trades. 

In this pubHcation will be foqnd a field for recording obserra- 
tions ©n these mattors, and ofiicors of liio Agrieullare and Cotn- 
merce JHcpartmeDt will be able to eommimicate througb tbi» 
medium to iho pnbltc^ iorormatiun net catoinDnicable through 
deparlmentiil circnlnrs, and will receive in return notiope of matlere 
of the same class wLiuh are of interest to that Deparlment.

CURATOH’S REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER, 1886. 


1. Sisl 7 *«ix Katural History specimens Lave been added to 
the collection dnrins the past montb ; of those nmeteon were pre¬ 
sented and tho remaindor purchased. The misoollaneona artidcs 
received are five Thibetan silver eoias and one Bnrmeae copper 
coin, fifty-one aiiiclos from Thibet, a colloction of Sawansa beads, 
one silver miiridan from Hamirpur, and six artides from Puria- 
wan in tho Portabgarh District (Appendix 

2. Forty-oigbt birds, 8 eggs, 8 skins and 3 horns hiva been 
prepared by the taxidermists and placed in the Museum (Appen¬ 
dix B), 

3. The total nambor of visitors to the Musentn during the 
month was 24,809, of whom 16J95 were native men and 7,503 
native women, 314 Enropean men and 197 European womoa, the 
dmly Bverago of visitors being 827 (Appendix G). 

4. Seventy-five additions have been mado to the Library, of 
which seven were purchased, the rest presentod, A vnlaable acces¬ 
sion are 38 Persian manuBcripts, formerly belonging to the Royal 
Library of the Kings of Ondb (Appendix 0}. 

5. The work done by the taxidermists and carpenters is shown

3* I then drovo off to deliver my loiter penonally, calling, 
en on a 3Jember of tbe hlunicipal Board, to leant fnrlbcir

Tlie GoYeromoiit of India bas receited froip its predecessors an 
inlteritance of sneb fnenuizieiits whiehj fot varietyj extent, com- 
pletenofs^ and beanty perhaps nnequalled, bnt certainly nnsnr- 
passed, tlirougbout tho vrorld, So indeed, has beea IbU 

inhentance that the fall inagnitade of it can only be gradnally 
ascertained ; but a few years ago the first aathoritics oa the subject 
were of opitkion that oaly one-half of the remBins known to exist 
had been explored j while tba result of the reoeat excarailqit at 
Gandlinra and Bharliut indicates the ^alao and Yarietj of the aculp^- 
lorcj the art, tressureB, aad tho picturosj of social life in ancient 
days, which fiirtlier research is likely to recover from the numbor- 
fess buried cities cf this empire.' 

1 need hardly dwell upon the hiHiory of the adoptico of the 
means taken by various nations to ensure the preservation of their 
ancient histoiical monameidSj but as an urgutaent in favor of tho 
mere utilitarian desirabilUy of doing so, wa may certainly hold 
that, if an omiiiently practical nation, the Amerlonns, spend snob 
large sums from their Hate Treasary in compiling and pnbibhing 
auch admirable accoonts as they do of tho hiatorical romains m 
their country, ranging from the giant cities of Mexico to the Indian 
mounds, and other remaius of the North, we may bo sure that 
they fiod it to Iw a material and poHiicnl jmI vantage in every way to 
do 3 o« Not only does the United Btatos Government spend largo 
eiiTus annually on such sniroys and memoirs, bqt 1 behave 
ibero is no other couulry where, in proportion to tlie number of 
its inhabitants, there are so many local historioal sociotioB, all busily 
engaged in revere a tly presoTving, and making available for gene* 
ral study and eMmpfe, lb a interesting records and relics, not only 
of w'hnt may be called the Prehistoric Poriod^ but thoBc of the 
Pilgrim Fathers and other early settlers in that ccuntry. 

14^ I believe, moat Bineerely, that the wanton ddstmeiion of hio* 
tori cal buildings or other aimilar remains, in very exc^pliiiriat 

cate*, in thiB or any other country, is a political blunder of the first 
tnagnitudH ; and that, oaperiially in India, such action most ever bo 
fraught with evil cktnscqueikcos, which, although they may not bo 
mmediatcly apporent, nevertheless exist. 
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One of the nobleBt in tko csbaracter of Sir Henry Law¬ 
rence was his regard for such things, finely brought out in a liuio 
of imminent peril, and when iho necessities of prepariBg for tlie 
wOrat wonld folly have juslTfiod another coar^a- It is needless for 
me to remind yoa under what circa mstoaces lio came to Lock no Wj 
bnt shortly after his arrival bore he wrote to Lord Canaing as 
follows Th4 improT^mmtw in.

17* Of conraOt w^heiij in a case like that of Niirenibcrg at the 
present moment, it has become abiotiitflif nece^mr^j tor various 
reasons, to remore part of the old City walla and some of the 
housesp then by all means do so^ but lei the measure have due con¬ 
sideration ^ and, Rs ia done in the ca&e cited, preservo as much os 
possible of the carved wood or stone work, Ac*, by remo^^ng aU 
such to some Local SJuseumj having first recorded, by moans of

I huts hoard it argued, of course never authoritatively or 
perhaps even deliberately, that the preservation of relics of by¬ 
gone days and djoafitios in this country serves no useful purpose, 
is a mere seutimeDt end ought to he discouraged* This view, 
however, is very far from being a general one, and I am aoro Ehat 
an overwhelming majority of the dwellers in India, no matter of 
what nationality or creed, would, by every proper meana in 
their power, indignantly and formally repudiate any such doctrine, 
were it necessary to do ao* How widely such a view differs from 
that which breaihes forth from every line of Lord Lalhouaie’e 
celebrated Minute (dated Snd November,, J855), en the preserva¬ 
tion and rnaintmonre of the Temb, aud ether Memorials, of Tippu 
Sultan at Seringnpataoi. 

19. It is astonishing what a power in the world sentiment” 
over has been stud still is. To illustrate my mcaniDgp parmit 
me, GentlomeDj to overstep the strict boundary line of “Indian 
History since 1500 a.D,,’" and cite a few oases iu which, when 
great djfiaatio cliongea were mode, tlioae statesmcD who bad to 
arrange the details of such measures, by mutual concessiousj on 
points of “sentimenf,” wore able to arrange satisfactorily tho 
other vital clauses of trentieSj Ao., or rocqncne a natiou to die 
inevitable* 
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Would the union of Scotkmi and Engl and have been aeoora- 
plished so satisfactorily na it was, had the Scottish CoinmiasbiiDra 
been refuaed I heir proposal tlial, nben the coat armorial of the 
United Kingdom, quartered according to hemldio rules, was em¬ 
ployed for Scots’ DCtional parpoana, the arms of Scotland were to 
have the dexter or pre-eminent aide ? Or if the clause hnJ been 
suniRiarilv set aaide, wbich, however, after hot debate, was allowed 
to reinaii], which provides that certain o-f the palaces of the old 
Kings of Scotland, some of them little else than mere rnlns, are 
to bo for ever kept np and maintained, by funds provided from the 
revenues of the United Kingdom f 

Would the Citiacna of Hanover, or llio dwellers in that King¬ 
dom, have settled down into snob loyal sabjacts of the German 
Empire, if ia ISGG the Royal Demesne of Herrenhansen, with its 
fine parka, foroata, and grass lands, had been tnrned into a stud 
farm ? Or if the lime trees ef its historical avcono had been ent 
down, to make more room for the villas of rich immigrants from 
other parts, who were an slops to secure building sites, offs ri tig 
high rates for sneh a *' desirable locality ?” 

Dlstinctire faeings and buttons, shoulder straps and plumoif 
and other badges of various sorts, are probably held by many 
“nnsentlmentar minds to bo utterly useless and absurd deviations, 
entailing a certain estra expense, from a stereotyped ** slnodard 
pattora,” yet, alrange to say, some of the greatest administrator* 
the werid has ever seen retained eoeh distinction as eijie- 
dient, having doubtlessly poroeired some pr^y deeided advantage by 
doing BOt 

Many of you are doubtlesB aware that it was seriously pro¬ 
posed, a very few years ago, to abolish the well-known plmned 
caps still worn by some of our lligliland regfinents, IIowDrer, 
the intention w'as defeated by a happy combination of fact nod 
fancy—or Bontiment. The necosaary retnraa having been moved 
for by a SoottiBli M- a Bolon of one of our oldest fauiilies, and 
formerly an officer in Her filajeaty’s Anay, it was ahown that, with 
IheeXMption of the helmeta of tUo Household Cavalry, and, I think, 
Ojo B. IL a. busbys, the initial coat of these plumed caps was the 
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highest of way of the vurions types of head coToriDgs used in 
our Army. It was, however, proved from the same return, that 
although (to borrow some phrases from railway working) the 
"capital cost** was high, tho "inaiatenance charges” wore very low, 
while their life " was extraordinary. Freciee official records showed 
that about 500 or 600 of the plninea that were worn by some of the 
men of Sir Colin Campbeirs beloved " Highland Brigade ” at the 
Alma, had first waved, upwards of 40 years before, at a piece 
called Waterloo, and intermediately bad done good servioo all 
over the world. Given good plumes to start with, an ar'A.i ninnal 
anbjection to the inexpensive process (well'known to all good 
house wives, who possessing nice feathers, are compelled by tho 
stern decrees of fashion ti> periodically re-trim tbeir hats and bon¬ 
nets; of "dipping ” and ''curling,” combined with a renewal of 
the framework of wire, and tho actnal cap, renders these hietorical 
and picturesque head dresses " as good as new,*' 

It was then decided to retain thorn. 

As I write, 1 rejoice to see from a para, in the Times, of a 
recent dale, that the good sense and public spirit of some members 
of tbe vestry of the Parish of Richmond has been the means of 
saving for ever the classical Hill, from the fangs of the "jerry 
builder,*’ who had been coveting the “ desirable site ” for some 
time post. 

20. For my own part I hold, and that very strongly, that the 
object and aim of the eeuservation of old rrlica, wbetlicr in tho 
sbnpe of bnildings, or books, or other records, sbould be to derive 
some benefit or lesson from them, and by their aid endcavonr, as 
Frofeasor J. K, tSeeley so teraely puts it, " not only to gratify 
onr oarioBity about the past, bat modify onr views of the present 
and onr forecasts of tho future.” Let every one who preserves or 
Studies snch things draw his own lessens and concIuEians tbere- 
from, to salt his particular calliiig in life, taking cam to avoid 
in so doing all pedantry and cant, or drifting into the habit of 
a tnero " Dryasdust Pbiloeopbor; ” steering clear of the faults— 
nay vices—eo mercilessly scourged by Hogarth in bis delineation of 
“ Tosfe ifi High Li/e,** nor giving way to an iudiscritninate, aitnlcs' 
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Admiration, real or ammed, for onftiling, simply bocanjfi it is 
old, or porLaps ooiquo. Lot us alflo beware, oacb of us, of the 
Ic^ntloncy, si^ t^mptiog* of too raibly animciritiiig an opinion oil 
iinperfect or too cojliideracl sJatSj or of jumping i& tU 

eonattisi&ii onrf Tbift latter tendency, bo^tever, rony perhaps 

be viewed as a pardonable weakness, so lovingly and itinisingly 
rebuked in tha charaotor of “ Ths AnCuj^i'^ry^'' xvbo, withal^ was 
an eminently practical obaraeter | witness his pfomptitnda and 
success in taking steps to save soma of hia friend a from drowning; 
nnd who also bad a great deal of Goe sympatby for the men and 
women of liis own period around him^ ut evinced in the scene at 
the lowly funeral of Stcenio ilncklebaekitj the biiioblo Forfarsbire

fiEfllNOaPATAU. 

1.—My journey Ihroagh the Mj-aore teriitories has afforded me 
ati apportmiity of vieiiiag this memorable fortress, the 
scene of events most glorious to the British' name, and 
of happy angary for the people of Mysore. 

3.—There are two objecta within the island which are well 
worthy of the protection of the Snpremo Oovernment, 
and which call for its reapectfal care. 

3. ^The first of these objects is the Tomb in which rest the 

remains of Hydor Ally Khan end ofTippoo Saltan. The 
atractaro is well-preserved, as far as the means of its 
guardians will permit j its interior and the gerdena by 
which it is anrtotiiidod are well kept, and it is under the 
immediate charge of one of Tippoo Sultan's family. But 
it already foela the pressure of the band of Timt Tho 
endowments are inauffieient for maiutaiDing it in com¬ 
plete repair, and some peril on of it, more especially the 
inlaid deers, have already become dilapidated. 

4. —The Tomb is itself an imposing structure, and an iutereating 

speciraon of the style of art wbioh marked the days and 
the dynasties tbai are past. The Court of Directors 
bavo most cheerfully and liberally given their aanotion to 
the general exponditHre which I proposed to make for the 
purpose of preserving such works of art, for the instruction 
and gratification of the generations that shall come after. 
In this particular instanee I feel certain that I correctly 
interpret the Bontimonts of the Honorable Court when 
reoondiug my belief that it would be their especial desire 
to manifest au enduring respect for the last reatiog-plnoe 
of brave and fallen enemies. 

5. —I ahsll therefore request the CommiasionoT to take measures 

for replacing the worn-out inlaid doors of the Tomb,and for 
expending sneh sums upon it from time te tlmo as may

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be required for lie proper rcpeir, whenever the funds of 
the endowments mci)‘ l>e inadequate to meet snehetpenaa. 

6*—The second object on the island to which 1 hove alluded h 
iho House in tho Dowlnt Bngh which was long oceiipted 
by the Doha of Wellington, then Colonel Wellesley, 
^fter the fall of Seringapatam, aud when he held charge 
of the Sly SOTO territories. 

7 .-This tnaosion, formerly a Garden-house of Tippoo Sultan, 
is traditlonully bnown oo the spot as the rosidanoe of 
“Wealy Sahib,” and 1 have jnslnow seen and talked with 
an oged man, who rompenbora and describee hi* residing 
in itT This bail ding, which has been amccapied for some 
time past, and t" which t now write these words, is 
risibly falling into decay. It is a purely Eastern resT- 
denco ; and some of the walla are covered with painting*, 
executed by tho orders of Tippoo and atitl traceable, 
tfaongh greatly faded, which represent the defeat of the 
British Porco, under tho eommaud of Colonel Bail lie, 
Tho paintings were partislly obliterated by Tippoo during 
the last siege of Seringapatain, and were in tho first 
mstODoe restored by Colonel Wellesley himself. 


8.—In all respects this structore is one full of interest, bnt it is

Tbe dilBculties to be overcome are owing to tlic follow¬ 
ing causes 

(1) the larger mammalia are, as a rule, obtained only by large 

and cxpensively-orgmiiaed sbooting parties : 

(2) most sportemea prefer to retain as trophies the skins, 

boms, &ie., of tlic finest specuuens of their proivess ; 

(3) the field preparation of spedmene intended for tlw ^tuscum 

requires more tinuj and patience tlmn hunting-parties 
can usually aJfoitl ; 

(4) even when received, the limited skill of the Museum taxi¬ 

dermists ia dot always equal to the task of setting up 
these large Bi>eciraeiis In a style fit for publio exliihltion. 

Art Section .—^TbW section now contains a verv fair collection of 
the artistic products of the North-Western Provinces ami Oudh, 
Of very expensivo specimens, such os gold and silver articles and 
rich brocades, the number is necessarily limited; but all the moderete- 
priced varieties of art-ware, many of which are manufacturod in 
remote and obscure villages, are well represented. During tho vear 
13S specimens were added, of which 58 articles were donations. 
The roost notable addition is a carved doonvay from Mainpuri, the 
panels being of iariagAi or inlaid brass wire work. The other nd- 
ditioQs comprised specimens of turned stone work and silver-ware 
from Ilamirpur; a large printed cotton ceiling doth from Fatehpur; 
cloths of ^Tuious descriptions from Sandila, Partslgarli, and Rudaun j 
peasant jewellery from several districts; and brasa-ware from 

Jcypore j anti old Lucknow Irasa and fiij^ri-ware. A descriptive 
catalogue of tite arl-iivare in tlie Museum ia in course of prepaiutiou. 
In couucction with this section, a dejiartmont tvas opened in January 
oC last year for the sale of art-ware. The capital conaLsted of n 
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dotkation of tts. 1,400 loadc to tlie Museuia by A jit Stng^li 
of Paitihgarh. The objects nimcd at were twofold: 

(1) tUc developmeDt of the artistic iiidustrics of the Provint'es 

by Hi! ting as a meaua of conunatkicatioti between the 
purchasing- public and the almost inaccessible producer; 

(2) the maintaining of n belter collection of art-warc in tlie 

Muiieuni, tlic circulation caused by sales and new piir- 
cluuies preventing the deterioration of specimens throngb 
long exposure to light and dust. 

In addition to the purclmcs made from the comparatively small 
capital, many of the dealers in art-ware send consignments of nrtU^les 
on tlieir own responsibility, receiving iiaymcnt as sales are effected. 
The results of a year'a experience prove tbe success of I lie undertak¬ 
ing. The Ifuseuni lias Iwen enabled to display a loige and attrae- 
tiire collection of fresh and brightr-looking art-ware, tlie artuans have 
been encouraged to produce a liiglicr class of work and especially to 
suit their productions to the public demands, and tlie puichnsing 
public have ai-ailed themselves of the opportunity to secure with a 
minimum of trouble aud expense tlie raueb-prized artbtic wares of 
Up[>er India. Tbia department lias also been useful in supplying 
representative collections of Indian art-ware to tnuseunw and exhi¬ 
bitions in Europe and the Colonies. During the oflieial year ending 
on tlie 31flt March, 18S7, tlie total sales amounted to Rs. 4,306, of 
wldch Rs. 3,625 was for the last six montlis, October to March 
inclusive. This department is self-supporting but no more, the profits 
for the year bcung less thnu two rupees. 

Atvkaolosieal There liave lieen 68 additions to this 

section during tlie year, of which 2] were presented by Dr, Hoey, 
three were sent through Lieutenant-Colonel Pitclier, and 3t were 
collected by Dr. FuUrer on tour. Dr. Hoey's contribution comprised 
n nuralier of aneimt seals, a bronze dragon, and serem] inscriptions 
from Sah^t Malict, together with an inseription from Etawah. The 
larabanittrof Manwa, Sitapur district, through Lieutenaut>Colonel 
Rtcher, presented the Mtisenm with two statues of ViMh»% in hia 
Vdmam and Vutdha incarnations, ami an ancient etonc rail]. Dr. 
lUhrcr collected from the daunpur tumijidaand bridge aevend fin^ 
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specimens of Buddliisiic and Vishnqitic carved stone work and one 
insciiptionH He also obtained from Bitbaj Saripnr, Garbwa^ and 
Kosam^ in the iVlIahabad distnetj some (me Buddhistic relics and 
sculptures of the Gupta period^ two mih inscriptions; and from 
the Bikhiau caves and Para, in the B/mda district be sent in an im- 
mage of the Chausat Jogime and a portion of a frieze of a Brahmanical 
temple. Daring the year the archsKilogical exhibits liave l^een 
arranged and set np ; the catalogue of inscriptions is now being 
published | and the detailed and chisrihcd catalogue of the Jain, Bud^ 
dhist and Brahmanical sections is ready for the press. 

—Tlie coins received Iiave Ijeen as foUows;— 
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Two gold coins of Bija Govinda Chandm Beva wcdp presen teti by 
Lieutenant-CJolonel HaniBon, B.S.C.; one gold punched coin of Yusuf 
Adil ShAh of Bijapur was presented by the Bombay Branch of tlio 
Boyal Asiatic Sodetyj and one gold coin of K umAm Gupta Malieiidra 
wa.s puroliased. Besides the above* 11 imjiressioivs of old Gupta coins 
in the Krmitage Imperial of St. Peterabui^ were presented hy Mr. 
Vincent Staiih, Of the silver coins, 51 arc iluluimmadaii, two arc 
of the Varaha Dynasty of Vijayanagara, one is Indo-Sassanian, and 
five Thibetan* The copper coins comprised one Buildbkt,two Hindu, 
8ft Muhammadan, and t^vo Kashmir, A complete catalogue nii sound 
of the Museum colkctioii of coins ie ready for publication.

MitetUaneout tediont. —The Geologrieal Section received a weU- 
assortcd collection, containing 600 specimens dlnstrsting the mme- 
rology of Europe, which was presented by Mr. Hcderetedt. Colonel 
Haughton presented a beautiful sssortment of 78 specunens of the 
shells of the Andaman Inlands. From Mr, Hercules Rosa, C S 
Commissioner of Kuraaun, the ^fnseum received a valuiible and 
very interesting collection illustmti^-e of the habits and customs of 
the people of Thibet, This comprised garments of elotli and fur, 
boots, knives, pipes, a saddle, a tinder box and steel, a table, ink, 
drugs, boras, and even coins and two packets of gold-dust. The 
section of Modern Indian History received a tine carved marble 
fountain found in the 2abiir Bakhsli Palnee, and presented to tlte 
iliiseum by the Reverend W. Latliatn, Church Mission Society. 
Mr. Hilton presented a specimen of the stone shells used as msttigt 
during the siege of the Residency. The Etlmological Section wns 
enriched by the purchase from the Jeypore Museum of a neat and 
wcU-goVup collection of 60 papW-waeA^ Iteads illustrating the 
facial types and methods of tj-ing the pa^ri among the tribes of 
Ealpiitana.

Of 
tbc cases presented by Mr. Hume, 23 have lieen reconstructed to suit 
the Museum requirenaents, The AH Section has received sered ue\v 
glass-cases, ouc ease with drawers for delicate fiibrics, aud four etanda 
for pictures and photo'paplia- The Stmtmiic Sectioa receivsl four 
glass-altnirabs; and for the Geofofficdl Section, 18 glass-cases seut 
from Boorkee were refitted in tlie Museum. The additions to the 
Library fittings were oue table and li stands for pictures and plio- 
tograplis. Besides the above, the glass-cose containing tlie Resideney 
model has Ijeen reconstructed on an improved plan, shelves and 
stands liave been added in vnrioufl sections, and the office furniture 
has been improved. Lsperience having sbowii tltat it is next to 
impoaiblo to obtain in India a supply of good gkss for cases at rea¬ 
sonable rates, an onlcf has been sent to Messrs. Chance Brothers 
of Smethwick for a trial consignment of suitable glass. Should this 
turn out Eatittf!ictory,tbe great difficul ty in the work of refittiug the 
Museum will have been removed. Ths larger proportion of the uew 
cases have hitherto lieen couBtrueted iu the railway workshops, with 
admirable results, as regards style and finish, but at a very lilgh cost. 
The cases still to be supplied, licing princii»ally for the Art Section and 
Library, are of simple design, and will be eonstroctod by native 
workmen. 

7. ViAtan ,—Judged by the mimlier of visitors reported, the 
Museum would seem to have declined very eonsidcrably in public 
appreciation.

CoacluttiHi .—In addition to the usual work of oollqettng nud 
arranging specimens^ the management of the Museum during the 
year under report has been directed towards supplying new eases and 
compHiog catalogues. All this will have to go on for another vear 
at least, and as soon os the eatalogucs are In tlie press, tlie much- 
needixl work of labelling will have to!« commenced. The Kconomic 
Sectiou ^vants arrangement and organisation j the Library is not vet 
accessible to the public; and, indoetl, the Farhat Bakhsh building, in 
wlileh these two important sections of the Museum are located, ia 
hardly ever 'idsited by the public. Until the over-bridge designed 
to connect the two buildings is const ructed, the Museum, so far as 
tlio public are concerned, will, us at present, be limited to the Lai 
Bdradari. Tlic Committee hope, however, before the end of the 
next ofHcial year, to see all these wants supplied, and so to have 
for the entertainment and instruction of the people of the united 
Provinoca a Museum one m itself and complete in all its parte.

Eeccntly. however, for hb own further mtistaetion, cmd to lave 
a written rcconl of tbo ease, be Itad addresfied Gdoncl Uwldy, \ C., 
(who was present when Neill was killed, in tlic act of giving Inm, 
then a Staff Sergeant in Olphert’s Battery of Bengal Horse Artillery, 
an order) rccnpitulating the ertdence on wbieb be based bis identifi¬ 
cation, and encloeliiga plan constructed by liimself showing the 
Bpot. Colonel Koddy in his reply, dated loth November, 1886, con- 
finned the identification. 

Two raontlis ago, when Colonel Tlodtly was in Lucknow ondnty, 
Mr, Constable litul the pleasure of making tlic aeqaaintance of tliat 
officer who, on the 5tU June, was good enough to aciiompany huo 
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over the route followed lijr General Ifeai'a wt-tioii of tlie relieiing 
force, and lie then Imd had the great Batiefia’tion of luivttig tlie 
aeeaiacj of the identification of many of the notable pointe of the 
Relief, fully confirmed on the ground by Colonel Roddy, wltoM 
TOcmoiy appears to be most distinct iritb regaid to opeiations in

ASSISTANT CURATOR’S REPORT FOR 
JANUARY, 1888. 


DmnjG tbe month of Jununiy, two-tandrcd and Hiirtjr-four 
Natural Ilistoiy spooimena were adilod to the Muceum collec- 
tioiui, tfiSt, 232 birds and 2 matninale. Of thesoj 83 apeointena u'ere 
coUcettid by the Aloseum shikari, 20 were purchased and the rest 
wiere presented to the Mnacnm, The sccessioiu ia the other Depart¬ 
ments were t two fragreeats of ancient pUJara found in the fiae 
Bareli district and two jneoes of wealing cloth from Chaaderi in the 
Gnrolior State. (Appendix A.} 

2. Eleven Natural History specimens were prepared and placed 
in the Musetun during the month. (Appendix B.) 

3. The total number of riaitore to the Museum wns 20^924, of 
whom 12,609 w'ere native males and 6,031 native females, and 1,831 
were European males and 393 European females. The daily aver¬ 
age of visitors was 079. (Appendix C.) 

4. Fifty-eight additions were made to the Lthrarj, viz, 87 
books in 92 vols., 12 periodicals, 7 departmental reports, anti 2 
miscellaneous pubHcations. Of these 37 books and 4 periodicals 
were purehared from the Museum funds, and. the others were pre¬ 
sented.

There were no 
changes of importance in tlie egtahlishment ; but the staff for watch 
and ward apiK^rs scarcely strong enough for the duty of protecting 
such valuable collections as the Museum now possesses* 

3* CotledionM and coniri(/u(miM. —^Verj large additions, amount¬ 
ing in all, includjng books, to 6,098 items, were made to the various 
Departments during the year, partly by purchase or tbmugb the 
Jliuscum staff, and partly through ilic generosity of private eon- 
tribntore. The rapidity mih. which the collections are thus aug* 
men ting tends to delay the iseue of catalogues. The one for tlio 
Bird coll(?ction lias already to he revised, and tliose for other sec¬ 
tions arc stdl under preparation. The long promised Ethnological 
collection of life-size typical figures illustrating the various races of 
India was teccived from Calcutta during the year and has greatly 
added to the attractions of the hluseum, A very laige coUect ion illus* 
tratiog the Economic Products of these Provinces, and preimred in 
Calcutta, may also be noted amongst new acq^uisitions, as well as a 
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very fine collectbp of pluoto^phs of the Ajunta Cave Paintinge, 
tindljf prcwnt^xl by tte Bombay Govdmnieut, Tlie importuiit 
ti'orfc of replacing tlie old and unimitalle abowMasca vrith new once 
of improved made aatirfaetoi-y pn.grm; when completed, 

the exhibits will abow to far greater advantage than at present. 

4. Ari^ori‘ M/«.^ThiE siKtion of the Jluscntii lim. maintained 
Its popnkrity, as evidenced by tJie amount of kbIcb, Rs. &, 4!J6 . As 
pointed out in the report, great diflicultiw are experienced in meet¬ 
ing all tiideiB received, owing to the want of punctuality on the 
part of the workraen, and to the conafnnt watch that lias to be exer¬ 
cised to prevent inferior lyare being palmed off at high prices, 

B. JExAibttion*. —The Committee commenced this year to relievo 
this Department of the tost of collecting representative Provincial 
coUeotions for exhibitions, eomraeneingwith one for Glasgow, which 
comprised £,830 specimens, of the value of upwards of Rb, IHjOOLI. 
In making these collections the Committee received conridcrabk aid 
from municipal and from private sources. 

6. JtttndaHce. —The number of visitors, as estimated by the 
door-keepers, amounted to 2S5,82&—an npiarent falling off against 
the numlwr for the prevdons year.

1. Ci/mmit/ee 0/ Massiftmeat. —Incideiitsil to tlie tmDelcr of ofli- 
cccB, the Coramittcfi hud underijone tlio tolluwiag changes during' 
the year. In the lieginoing of March last, the Moii'hic M. A. 
McCoimgliey, C.S,, on tak^IIg charge as Inspetlor-CcQeial of Police, 
was socccftled by ColonL‘1 G. li. Erstine as Commissioner and 
tx^i^eio President, Tlie vacancieft creatcrl by departure to Europe, 
in SeptcmbcT last, of Colonel J , l lauglit-on, 11.A,, and by tnnisfer, 
in March Inat, of Sfr, H. S. Boys, C.S„ as Officiating CominissioneT 
to SitapiiT, have remain tid unfilled at tlie close of tlie year. Mcet- 
iii**u have been hold regularly on the last Thursday of every ntoalh, 
except in May and October, when there vv"ja no tmportant business. 
The avcnigii attendance at each ileeting wns seven members, Ijesiilea 
the Curator, rt?spcctively Assistant Curator. 

2. Orifisaf^ Memlert oini CorreipOHJia^ Seeretarief. —Thikur 
Raghbir Singh, Tnlnq-lar of llasiiapuT, Hae HarcU district, was 
elected ordinary Momlxjr in room of his deceased father, TItftkur 
Visvanath Singh.

3 . EsfttUitimnf. —Dr. A, Fiihrer held charge of the Curator- 
ship, except while on tour as jVssislant Arcliieological Surveyor, 
rtX, from SOth November, 1SS7 till the ISth March, 1SS8, when 
Biihu Gangadhar Ganguli, the Assistant Curator, ollicbted in 
chatge. In December, 18hi. Pandit Balgovind DiksUit w as selected 
for the post of Aeslstant Lilirarian. One famish and the head 
taxhlormiat died of cholera in July and Novemher kst, TC8|>ectively. 
That the present staff of chapnisis at the dhi[H]sa1 of the Curator 
is quite insufficient for the protection of the ra-any valuable exhibits 
in the Ldl Biiradari and Farhot Baklish buildings is illustrated by 
the fact tluit during the year two thefts were committed in broad 
daylight, resulting in the loss ot Government property valued at 
Rs 48-8-0. Though tlic p(>lice authorities were informed in time, 
they were unable to tmoo the culprits. Of the five cliaprusns eaue- 
tionod, one is employed as orderly of the Secretary, another lias to 
attend to oflice and sale-room, leaving thus only three men for the 
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wntdi of the various collcctioJiB displayed in the two buildings, wliich 
are separated from one another hf a road. Notorious pickpockets 
di^uised as poem to select the Museum as tlie field of 

their operations, as on one occasion the chaprust in charge of the 
upper floor of the Lai Baradari apprehended a Muliamrcndan in 
the net of removing some money from the dfatyoat of a visitor 
whose attention the guide had praviously directed to the display of 
some pretty birds in a glass-case. This shows that the chapr^ pro 
not wnnliog either in TigiLuioe or intelUgenee.

The additions compiise^l inlaid marble* 
ware, pottery, and lacquered ivareis from Agra j ivory jjaintiugs, silk 
fabrics, gold ciiil>roidery, and kamkbwnb from Benares j silk hand- 
kcrcbieffl, a canned and gilt l>oi, carved soapstone figures, bniss and 
marble images of Buddha from Buraia j clotbs of I'arious designs 
and inlaid Ivor}' work from Ciialuleri, Gwalior Stale; carved soap¬ 
stone figures from Garkwal; brjstwure and Sambhar cmljroidery 
from Gorakhpur; peasant Jewellery and carvccl soapHtouc Lniagea 
from Jbansj; muBliu, cbOcan work, gold embroideiy^ enamclSj 
ailverware, bidri, old brass and metalware, l)ei?ides a carved doorway 
from Lucknow; ebony from Nagina; pottery from iMadrae, Bom- 
bav, Mnltdn, Dcbli, Karapurj Khurja and Azaiugarb; and cotton

During tine year the Department for the sale of artwarc lias 
tDBiiitaincd its popularity with tlio pnrclmiiing pnlilic, Tbe total 
sales amounted to Bs. 5,496-3^3, leaidtig a profit of Bs. 19-13-fi to 
the ^Museum. There can be no doubt tliat the great apathy and want 
of punctuality on the i^ari of the native artissana is a. serious draw¬ 
back to the fair development of tliis useful branch of the Museum. 
Be^dea, great difficulties are cxpcriciioed in checking the endeavours 
made by some manufacturers^ especially by those who place their 
goods oa commisacpii sale, to pulm oft artielos of inferior quality at 
lugher prices tlian those current lu the kizArs. This Department 
lias also been useful in fluppl 3 'ing a representative collection if Pro¬ 
vincial art ware to the Glasgow Exliibition. At the instance of 
Mr. T* N- Muklmrji, of the Bengal EcDnomk: Museum^ acting on 
behalf of Messrs. Finlay, Jluir & Co., the Secretary, Assistant 
Curator and Mnnshi Chbote Lai undertook the collet-tion of art wares 
of the United X^romcca for the Gla^^guw lutemational Exhibition.

Of this total. Id bdok% three ^mini-leaf manuscript®, ami 52 periodi* 
cals were pnrebased j the rest having lieen presented chiefly by tlio 
Hon'^ble Sir A* C. Lyall,, Mr. A Constable, the Council of the 
Asiatic^ Society'of Bengal, and i^rions Government Departments, 
The Bombay Government presented a complete set of dl7 photo^ 
graphs of the Ajanta Cave Baintings.
